The information in this report reveals that an 
estimated 89,651 teachers participated in strike action and that an 
estimated 717,217 man-days of instruction were involved in work 
stoppages that varied in duration from one day to 12 weeks. Tables 
provide data on (41) man-days involved; (2) strikes and work stoppages 
by organization, month, and State; (3) strikes and work stoppages (by 
type of organization involved) from January 1940 to June 1971; (4) 
strikes and work stoppages by school year, month, organization, and 
by State from July 1960 through June 1971; and (5) system-by-system 
listing of strikes during 1970-71. A related document, EA 004 677, 
covers the same information for the period 1969-70.

Mthongh some degree of strike activity occurred from Mugust through May, nearly 
one-third of all strikes recorded took place in September, Ne strike activity was reported to have: started in June.

For the pnrpose of this imalysis. teacher strikes. work stoppages. and interruptions of service are considered to be 
any concerted group effort whieh tlisrnypots the cegulacly scheduled instruction periods for at least one legal mininiean 
school day. They tay be initiated tnand affect a particular school building. a local school distriet. or a state school s\s 
tem. Regularly se heculed instrnetion days are those days on whieh pupils are scheduled for classes: they do not inelide 
teacher working days before the ovening of school teacher orientation days. inservice days. or holidays. 


Namler of Strikes and Personnel lavolved 


The amber of strikes recorded during the past school year was less than that recorded for the previous vear and 
represents a decrease of 28.2 percent trom the [8 strikes recorded dicing the 1909-70) school year. ‘Two states that 
had not previously reported any strke activity. Arizona and South Carolina, reported strikes dicing the LOTOST schol 
vear. 

The total mimber of personuel involved decreased 211 percent compared with the munber involved during the 
160-0 school year. and the number of mandays declined 200 percent. \bout | teacher in 25 participated ins strike 
wtivily., The manedays involved amonuted to less than one-fifth of | pereent of the estimated total instrnetional man 
days scheduled for the entice | aited States: fone states.

The number of teachers involved is not adjusted for those teachers who may have been involved in more than one 
strike. and some of the days recorded as lost heeause of teacher strike activity were cesehedaled during the school year 
Toomeet late requirements of ininimiam atleadanee.
